I hc.vc  tho  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  tho  Health  of  tho 
Rural  District  for  the  your  1952,  on  boh; .If  of  Dr.  G.W.  Knight  who  was 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  October  of  that  year. 

I have  pointed  out  in  the  report  some  interesting  figures  in  relation 
to  infectious  disee.se,  particularly  Whooping  Cough,  Measles  and  Pneumonia , 
where  tho  District  had  far  lower  incidence  rates  than  the  country  as  a 
whole.  Whereas,  those  figures,  in  relation  to  -The oping  Gough  and  Measles, 
were  the  exact  opposite  of  those  for  195”*,  the  incidence  of,  and  death 
rates  due  to  Pneunonia  arc  a continuation  of  past  trends. 

This  low  death  rate  from  a disease  which  is  usually  a cannon  cause  of 
death  in  the  old  noons  that  the  elder  portion  of  the  population  is  living 
longer,  and  in  fact  tho  over  all  death  rate  has  fallen  considerably  from 
13*73  PGr  1,000  in  1951  to  12.1  per  1,000  in  1952,  the  actual  number  of 
deaths  being  300  and  2b1  respectively. 

Against  this  must  be  set  a narked  fall  in  the  birth  rate  from  1 
per  1,000  to  13,68,  tho  actual  numbers  here  being  321  and  286. 

This  gives  a not  gain  of  population  of  23  (286  births  less  261  deaths), 
and  yet,  in  fact,  tho  population  of  the  area  by  the  Registrar  General’s 
return  fell  by  240  from  1 95^ • 

Tliis  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  movement  of  people  from  tho  rural 
area  into  the  surrounding  urb  .11  areas  which,  in  fact,  do  tend  to  show  a 
rise  in  population. 


As  I have  said  in  the  report,  the  most  likely  people  to  move  into  new 
houses  arc  the  younger  people,  in  search  of  industrial  employment  and 
modern  conveniences. 


This  is  going  to  leave  a steadily 
unsupported  by  grown  children  and  oven 
helped,  along  in  their  domestic  affairs 


ageing  population  in  tho  rural  areas, 
gr.  .ndchildron , who  will  need  to  be 
by  neighbours. 


If  this  emigration  goes  on,  in  time  there  will  be  more  old  people  to 
care  for  than  neighbours  will  bo  able  to  manage j it  this  point  a remedy  will 
have  tc  bo  sought  from  .'Public  Authorities,  and  I have  no  doubt  that  a.  wide 
extension  of  the  County  Homo  Help  Service  will  be  needed  in  Rural  Districts, 
couples  with  prevision  of  Old  Peoples  Homos  in  the  larger  centres  of 
population. 


While  I do  not  predict  that  this  O "L  itiO  u f affair  trill  occur  in  the 
next  year  or  two,  consideration  will  need  to  be  given  now  to  tho  provision 
of  some  form  of  old  peoples  housing  in  the  future,  whether  it  be  the 
building  of  a percentage  of  homos  or  flats  of  a nature  specially  designed 
for  the  old,  in  e. .eh  village,  or  by  building  small  groups  of  such  dwellings 
in  the  larger  vill  „gcs  where  tho  services  of  Home  Helps  and  Health  Visitors 
c \n  be  more  easily  obtained. 


Tho  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  which  I am  indebted 
to  him,  shows  a much  more  cheerful  picture.  The  likely  appearance  of  a 
proper  water  supply  to  much  of  the  District  will  go  far  towards  providing 
tho  amenities  in  the  hone  which  many  people  leave  the  District  to  scok. 
This  alone  should  have  a steadying  offoct  on  the  drift  of  population. 

Time  alone  will  toll,  but  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Report  for 
i960  should  make  interesting  reading.

The  Population  of  the  Bural  District  has,  according  bo  the  figures 
shown,  fallen  fron  21,760  in  1 95*1  bo  21,520  in  1952,  a difference  of  2*10. 

The  population  of  the  3orough  of  Helston  during  the  sane  period  rose  by 
more  than  100,  and  it  seens  likely  that  some  at  least  of  the  240  were 
personnel  of  the  E.N.A.  Station,  Culdrose,  who  v/erc  proviously  living  in 
rooms  in  outlying  districts  and  have  now  moved  to  tho  R.N.  Harried  Quarters. 

Nevertheless  there  is  a real  drop  in  total  population  for  the  first 
tine  since  tho  War,  in  spite  of  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths;  it  seens 
probable  that  the  pre-war  drift  of  population  fron  Country  to  Town,  which 
was  halted  after  the  war  by  tho  almost  impossible  task  of  getting  a hone  in 
a town,  has  begun  again  now  that  there  has  been  some  easing  of  the  Rousing 
Problem.

The  amended  rate  of  13.68  per  1,000  population  was  much  lower  than 
1951  *s  rate  of  Ip. 48  and  the  rate  for  England  & Wales  in  1952  of  Ip. 3*  lb 
is  likely  thr.b  the  reasons  given  above  under  the  heading  of  population  nay 
partly  account  for  this  fall,  for  it  is  tho  younger  members  of  the  population 
who  tend  to  migrate  in  search  of  work  and  houses,  leaving  the  older  populat- 
ion behind  them.

Three  children  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  4 weeks;  of  those 
children  one  was  congenitally  malformed  and  probably  could  not  have  lived  in 
any  case,  one  died  of  cerebral  haemorrhage  and  one  of  pneumonia.

A further  4 children  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday;  all 
f ron  broncho-pnounonia,  which  disease  still  remains  very  clangorous  to  young 
children  in  spite  of  new  antiobotie  drugs. 

Prematurity, 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  prematurity  of  birth  is  often  considered 
liable  to  predispose  to  early  death  of  the  infant.  In  fact  ~J  premature 
infants  wore  born  in  the  District  in  1952,  3 them  in  hospital  and  4 at 
home  and  all  7 have  survived.  This  speaks  highly  for  the  care  given  them 
by  their  mothers,  Doctors  and  Nurses. 

Death  1 Death  Rates. 

The  total  of  261  deaths  in  1952  is  a considerable  reduction  on  the  JOO 
deaths  occurring  in  1 951 , with  a corresponding  reduction  in  the  crude  death 
rate  from  1 3 • 7®  ’’G0  12.1  per  1 ,000  population.

There  are  no  hospitals  in  ICerrier  itself,  and  treatment  is  obtained  at 
Redruth  2 liners  & General  Hospital;  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro;  Falmouth, 
Penzance  or  H els ton  Cottage  Hospital,  depending  on  which  is  most  suitable  for 
the  patient. 

Tuberculosis  in-patient  treatment  is  available  at  Tehidy  Hospital, 
Camborne,  and  out-patient  treatment  at  Penzance,  Falanuth  and  Camborne  Chest 
Clinics.  Geriatric  treatment  is  carried  out  at  Barncoose  Hospital,  Eodruth 
- which  has  annexes  at  Meneage  House,  Helston  and  Budock  House,  Falmouth. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  at  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro. 

This  diversity  of  institutions  somewhat  complicates  follow-up  by  Health 
Visitors  particularly  in  regard  to  Tuberculosis  Contact  Tracing,  and  it  is 
hoped  to  simplify  arrangements  in  the  near  future.

Comment. 


Tho  year  1952  was  notable  for  the  very  low  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  District,  as  can  be  seen  f row.  the  above  two  tables.  Below  I 
have  made  sons  remarks  upon  the  various  diseases  which  have,  or  even  more 
important,  have  not  occurred. 

Meningitis. 

Once  again  no  reports  of  meningitis 
be  seen  from  tho  table  above,  there  is 
England  & Wales. 

Tho  probable  reason  for  this  is  tho  rural  nature  of  the  area, 
only  humanity  in  crowds  that  tends  to  suffer  from  this  disease.

It  'Till  be  seen  from  the  tables  that  there  was  very  much  loss  Whooping 
Gough  in  the  District  than  in  the  rest  of  England  & Walos,  a rate  of  0.84 
por  1 ,000  against  the  England  & Wales  ro.tc  of  2.1 6 per  1 ,000.  Ho  doubt  this 
is  largely  because  so  many  children  (4^6)  were  infected  with  the  disease  in 
1951  and  wore  therefore  immune  to  further  attacks. 

In  future  it  will  be  possible  to  immunize  children  artificially  against 
the  disease,  for  f re.  • the  beginning  of  1 953 ^ wo  shall  bo  able  to  offer 
immunization  against  Whooping  Cough  at  Infant  Wolfaro  and  School  Immunization 
Clinics,  and,  of  course,  the  sane  facilities  will  be  offered  by  General 
Practitioners. 


The  course  of  immuni za ti on  consists  of  three  injections,  and  can  bo 
given  against  Whoopi ng  Cough  alone,  or  in  a combined  injection  against  both 
Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria.  Trials  in  England  and  America  have  shown 
that  the  protection  offered,  is  good,  and  that  even  if  an  immunized  child 
should  develop  Whooping  Cough  the  attack  “dll  be  a very  mild  one.  As 
experience  has  shown  that  children  under  the  ago  of  one  suffer  most  fro::-. 

it  is  recommended  that  immunization  should  bo  "in  at  six  months.

Scarlet  rover. 

Once  one  of  the  commonest  of  the  fevers,  this  disease  during  and  after 
the  last  war  almost  disappeared . Now  it  is  re-appearing,  with  a gradually 
increasing  incidence  each  year.  While  the  rate  for  Sorrier  remains  lower 
than  that  for  England  & Wales,  it  is  substantially  higher  than  last  year. 

Special  notice  is  taken  of  ..11  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  the  associated 
disease  Erysipelas  in  the  District,  for  tlio  organism  responsible  can  be 
spread  by  milk.  Consequently  .11  notified  eases  arc  visited  by  a Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  makes  a report  tc  mo  about  isolation  of  the  p .tient  from  all 
possibility  of  spreading  the  infection.  Where  necessary  special  measures 
are  taken  to  deal  with  potentially  infected  milk  by  insisting  on  pasteur- 
ization before  sale,  or,  where  this  is  impracticable , on  the  milk  being 
boiled  before  use. 


Diphtheria. 


Once  again  no  c.ses  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  District,  for  which 
we  can  thank  the  Immunization  Campaign  instituted  after  the  war.  The 
following  figures  of  the  incidence  of  and  death  rate  from  diphtheria  since 
the  war  show  the  success  of  this  campaign.

The  problem  lies  in  persuading  p .rents  to  have  their  children  immunized 
when  they  can  see  no  danger  of  the  disease  appearing,  and  explanations  about 
what  could  happen  in  the  future  seldom  convince.  I am  not  convinced  that 
poster  and  loa.flet  campaigns  are  of  much  value;  in  my  opinion  only  personal 
persuasion  by  Doctors  and  Health  Visitors  cam  over  bring  about  the  full 
co-operation  of  the  public.  The  following  immunizations  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.

Measles. 

After  tho  great  epidemic  of  1 95^  it  was  not  expected  that  there  would 
bo  many  oases  in  1952,  end  in  fact  tho  notifications  fell  from  456  to  81. 

It  scorns  clear  that  measles  has  now  resumed  its  two-year  rhythm,  and  that, 
therefore,  there  will  bo  an  epidemic  year  in  1953* 

Measles  at  the  moment  is  a relatively  mild  disease  and  serious 
complications  arc  rare,  but  it  may  be  that  in  tho  future  the  nature  of  the 
disease  nay  change  ..gain  and  tho  disease  obtain  once  more  tho  importance 
att,  .ched  to  it  in  the  early  part  of  the  century. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis  ) . 

For  the  first  time  for  five  years  no  casos  wore  notified  in  tho 
district,  which  is  in  keeping  with  tho  fact  that  in  1952  there  was  no  major 
epidemic  in  England  & Idles. 

This  disease  is  apparently  going  to  be  one  of  the  biggest  health 
problems  of  tho  20th.  century.  There  seems  to  be  no  way  of  preventing 
spread  of  infection  for  wo  have  no  knowledge  of  how  the  disco.se  is,  in 
fact,  spread.  Investigating  cases  wo  sometimes  find  that  Has ter  A.B,  who 
now  has  a mild  case  of  "polio”'*,  2 weeks  ago  hc.d  tea  with  Master  C.D.  who 
was  taken  to  hospital  10  days  ago  with  polio":  clc.rly,  we  say,  the 
disease  was  passed  fro;.:  one  to  tho  other  at  this  time.  But  if  this  were 
so,  what  about  Master  C.D's  younger  brother  who  is  perfectly  well  and  yet 
has  boon  much  closer  to  C.D.  than  A.B.  ever  was . Much  more  commonly,  wo 
can  find  no  contact  between  casos  at  all.  Until  wo  know  how  and  why  one 
person  gets  polio  and  another  does  not,  wo  shall  bo  unable  to  trice  any 
measures  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease. 


Small  Box. 


While  fortunately  Small  Pox  is  no  longer  a disease  which  commonly 
occurs  in  Britain,  it  is  still  comoon  in  Eastern  Countries.  Tho  wider  use 
of  air-travel  between  tho  East  and  Europe  greatly  increases  the  possibility 
of  infection  being  brought  into  tho  country. 


Therefore  many  countries  now  require  all  visitors  to  have  been 
successfully  vaccinated.  For  this  reason  it  is  most  important  that 
children  should  be  vaccinated,  for  tho  reaction  to  vaccina. tion  in  infants 
is  almost  invariably  very  slight,  while  the  reaction  of  adults  when 
vaccinated  for  the  first  time  nay  be  very  severe.

No  coses  were  notified  during  the  your , nor  have  any  boon  reported 
since  the  war.  while  the  disease  is  no  longer  . major  public  health  problem, 
isolated  outbreaks  do  occur  hero  and  there  in  the  United  Kingdom,  particul- 
arly of  paratyphoid.  Those  outbreaks  appear  as  a rule  to  be  duo  to  infected 
food  of  certain  types  and  may  be  extensive  and  difficult  to  control  until 
the  contaminated  food  is  traced.

A survey  of  all  household  contacts  of  tuberculosis  persons  on  the 
Register  was  node  and  the  position  as  at  31 st.  December  1952  was ; -

In  addition  to  the  above,  a large  number  of  indirect  contacts  were  also 
tuberculin  tested,  those  found  to  be  negative  wore  offerod  B.C.G.  vaccination. 
The  total  number  of  negative  contacts,  both  household  and  indirect,  so 
examined  up  to  the  31 st.  December  was  39* 

Food  Poisoning. 

8 ce.sc s were  notified  during  the  year,  during  the  Autumn.  They  wore 
divided  into  two  groups.  Three  were  members  of  a family  in  the  Lizard 
peninsular,  and  Salmonella  Typhimurium  was  found  in  specimens  sent  to  the 
laboratory.  No  other  cases  occurred  in  the  area  and  no  infected  food  could 
be  incriminated  except  for  duck  eggs  from  tho  family’s  own  ducks. 

The  other  p cases  occurred  a month  after  the  first  outbreak,  in  tho 
northern  parts  of  the  district:  4-  members  of  one  family  and  one  other.  Here 
tho  cause  was  found  by  investigation  of  those,  and  other  cases  occurring  in 
tho  neighbouring  Urban  District,  and  was  found  to  be  infected  food  from  a 
butcher's  shop  in  which  three  of  the  five  staff  wore  found  to  bo,  quite 
unknown  to  themselves,  carriers  of,  once  again,  Salmonella  Typhimurium.  As 
soon  as  tho  carriers  had  been  found,  isolated  and  treated  the  outbreak  ceased 
abruptly. 

No  connection  between  the  two  outbreaks  was  ever  traced,  and  probably 
there  was  none. 
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Wo. tor  Supply. 

Tho  general  position  as  regards  v/a tor  supply  in  the  area  as  as  follows : - 

During  the  year  tho  Fal  icuth  Corporation  has  completed  its  scheme  for 
supplying  tho  major  parts  of  the  parishes  of  3u  do  eh  and  Harman  Smith,  and  a 
small  part  of  tho  parish  of  Constantino  with  a piped  supply  of  water. 

Assurance  has  boon  pi von  that  deliveries  of  pipes  and  specials  in 
connection  with  Tho  Lizard  Scheme  will  com: once  in  February,  and  tho  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers  (Ilossrs.  Herbert  Lapworth  Partners ) propose  inviting 
tenders  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  pipe  laying  contract  Gariy  in  1953* 


It  is  anticipated  that  deliveries  of  pipes,  specials  etc. , in 
connection  with  the  ilanaccan  Scheme  and  Extension  to  bullion  Undertaking  will 
commence  early  in  1 953#  and  that  Tenders  will  bo  invited  for  carrying  out 
this  worm  towards  the  one!  of  the  year.

In  spite  of  continued  efforts  to  improve  tho  structures  of  Public  Wells 
and  tho  quaJLity  of  the  water  derived  therefrom  there  still  remains  consider- 
able work  to  be  done  in  this  field.  The  structures  of  sixteen  wolls  wore 
improved  during  tho  ycs.r,  an  improvement  of  two  on  tho  previous  yean. 
Periodic  sampling  of  the  water  wa.s  carried  out  and  most  of  tho  wells  were 
xound  to  be  liable  to  periodic  pollution.  Notices  advising  the  Public  to 
boil  the  water  were  posted  on  receipt  from  the  analysis  of  a report  showing 
the  water  to  be  contaminated.  It  is  hoped  that  a.s  the  water  from  me. ins 
supplies  becomes  available  throughout  the  area,  tho  use  of  wa.tcr  from  tho 
various  wells  will  cease.

As  in  previous  years  the  Council  has  carried,  out  0.  fortnightly  collect- 
ion of  refuse  throughout  the  area  and  also  continued  the  weekly  collection, 
during  the  summer  months  only,  in  the  under-mentioned  areas: 

Prah  Sands,  Mull ion,  The  Lizard,  Cadgwith, 

Covorack  and  Mawnan  Smith. 

The  additional  service  was  a great  success  duo  to  the  tireless  efforts 
of  the  Council's  refuse  collection  operators  - the  whole  of  this  service 
being  carried  out  in  the  evenings  after  normal  working  hours. 

It  is  hoped  that  a new  lorry  and  staff  will  be  available  to  carry  out 
this  work  during  the  coming  year.  All  tipping  was  carried  out  on  the  control- 
led system  but  considerable  interference  on  the  tips  was  experienced  due  to 
people  pulling  the  tip  face  down  to  recover  saleable  materials  and  articles* 
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Four  refuse  tips  were  in  use  in  the  District  end  by  constant  treatment 
were  kept  reasonably  free  from  Do dents . All  ties  were  treated  with  tip 
dressing  for  the  control  of  flics  etc. , with  extremely  good  results.

However,  by  means  of  tactful  approach,  generally  personal,  the  serving 
of  such  Notices  has  been  .avoided  and  although  one  must  admit  the  results 
have  not  always  boon  what  one  would  have  desired,  they  have  gone rally 
satisfied  aggrieved  tenants.
